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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the Examiner does not 
appreciate the difference between the caller and calling party. 

A user or subcriber of a station can establish connection to each other and retrieve data information using Internet communications. Fo^ 
example, Burg discloses the calling party (station 116 fig. 1) making a internet connection to caller (called station 118 fig. 1) and accessing 
data information (see col.3 lines 1-62 and col.7 line 35 to col.8 line 32). Calls from called station and calling station are directed to the 
Internet over various communication paths. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have enabled users to transmit an encoded message to a human-readable device through the 
Internet. 
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
